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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Claims 1, 3-9 are allowed. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a forced 
hot air ice cream scoop as recited in claims 1, and 3-9. The 
closet prior arts either Miller (U S Patent No. 2,260,689) or 
Osborn (U S Patent No. 3,138,153) do not disclose the forced hot 
air ice cream scoop by providing the air passage way extending 
from the inlet of the handle portion to the ladle and back to 
the outlet of the handle portion, wherein the passageway is in 
fluid connection with the inlet and outlet; and also heater with 
the heating element for generating heat as recited in claim 1. 
Nor does there appear to be any reason in these references, or 
combined with any of the other prior art of record, to modify 
the devices to result in such a combination of features.
